NEW YEAR'S CUSTOMS. 

Human nature, like the colt, will not wear its harness of labor forever 
and a day. Every once in awhile, with certain traditional customs as a suf- 
ficient pretext, it tles up the machinery of bread-winning and money-getting. 
You may whistle for your butcher or your baker if he is out “first footing” 
with the Scotchman or horn-blowing with the American. And so in every one 
of the states but three, Massachusetts, Maine and Kansas, New Year's is a 
legal holiday, though it seems incongruous to begin your year’s work by bouts 
of feasting that upset your insides for a week. 

So far as the customs of New Year have any intelligible meaning, they 
seemed to suggest a revolt of toilsome human nature against the trammels of 
regular daily work. There is an old superstition that no water, ashes, nor 
refuse may be thrown from the house that day, lest ill-luck follow the home 
for the twelve-month. Probably this expresses a traditional sentiment in 
favor of keeping the day free from even the most routine of household duties. 

The curious custom of “first footing’’ proceeds from the superstition that 
it brings ill-luck if a member of the family leaves the house New Year’s Day 
before an outsider enters. This seems significant of an ancient feeling that 
New Year's is a time for hospitality; that you must receive and entertain your 
friends, who must set the first foot on your doorstep before you start out on 
the sordid errands of business. 

The rough house now seen on the streets of so many cities New Year’s 
eve is, of course, meaningless rowdyism. But it is comparativly mild compared 
with older manners. Even in staid, hard-working, police-governed Germany, 
they still bang your high hat about your ears if you venture out in formal togs 
New Year's Eve. 

You can overturn kings, nullify laws, and abolish constitutions, but a 
popular custom clings, even after all its meanimg,dts beauty, or its humor, have 
turned into calf play.—-Exchange. 


KEEP A CLEAN MOUTH. 

The Monthly Bulletin of the Indiana State Board of Health contains the 
following remarks upon the proper care of the teeth as preventiv of consump- 
tion, typhoid and other malignant maladies: 

Common observation will show that very few people think it necessary 
to keep the mouth (oral cavity) clean. The facts are that over 50 per cent of 
human mouths are unclean and are more or less diseased. Decayed teeth, 
diseased gums, diseased tonsils and multitudes of bacteria and other conditions 
exist. Over twenty kinds of bacteria have been found in even ordinary clean 
mouths. When the mouth is dirty, and where the tooth brush is not used, 
there the bacteria multiply by the millions. Some of these bacteria are 
disease-producing. Among them will be found the bacteria producing tuber- 
culosis, typhoid, pneumonia, diphtheria, and eruptiv fevers. How some people 
can carry these seeds of disease and not have the diseases which these seeds 
produce, is not exactly understood, but is explained in various ways. However, 
it is known that people who carry these organisms in their mouths, are them- 
selves a source of infection to others, and that eventually they are pretty 
likely to go down with one or the other of the diseases, the microbes of which 
they carry in their oral cavities. 

Dr. Osler, the most famous physician in the world, says: “There is not 
anything more important to the public in the whole range as hygiene of the 


mouth. If I were askt to say whether more fisical deterioration was pro- 
duced by alcohol or defectiv teeth, I sould unhesitatingly say defectiv teeth.” 
It is true that a mouth containing bad teeth or diseased gums interferes very 
materially with the nutrition of the person that depends upon healthful nu- 
trition for strength and efficiency. It is not strange, therefore, that the mouth, 
the orifice thru which the food is introduced to build up the body, should cause 


disease and weakness if it is not clean. Even poor eye-sight and trouble with 
the eyes and ears often attend and are caused by a dirty and uncared-for 
mouth. 


If you don’t want germs to collect and grow in your mouth, then keep it 
clean. Go to a dentist, see that all old roots are extracted, that decayed teeth 
are filled, and then use a tooth brush and keep the mouth clean. This is one 
step which is necessary to prevent consumption, also to prevent infectious 
diseases. It has been said—‘‘A clean mouth turneth away trouble.” 

The following rules for keeping the mouth and teeth clean are offered 
by the Society of Oral Hygiene: 

Chew your food slowly and thoroly, 
clean and healthy. Try it. 

Brush your teeth thoroly and always before going to bed. 

Brush you teeth from the gums toward the cutting edge. Brushing cross- 
wise does not remove particles from between and causes unnecessary wear 
to the tooth and injures the gums. 

Brush the inner sides of the teeth to prevent tartar from forming. 

Use floss silk between the teeth tu keep these surfaces clean. 

Doing these things will help you to have pretty and sound teeth and sweet 
breath.

The oft-repeated assertion made by promoters of the Metropolitan Opera 
Company that New York can not support two opera companies, is interestingly 
denied by Oscar Hammerstein, who points out the fact that many cities, in- 
finitely smaller, have twice as much opera per annum as little old Gotham. 
His views on this particular fase of a subject which has engaged his atten- 
tion, lo, these many years, are worthy of consideration: 

“New Orleans,” said Mr. Hammerstein, “with one-fourteenth of the popu- 
lation of New York, has thirty-four weeks of opera to our twenty-two. Vladi- 
vostok, out in Siberia, has a magnificent opera ensemble all the year round. 
Manaos, Brazil, up the Amazon river, at the very end of civilization, has an 
opera house which cost $3,000,000 gold, and runs about thirty weeks a season, 
Bello Horizonto, a town most of our people never heard of, which is in the 
center of the mining district in Brazil, has a million-dollar opera house and 
a permanent grand opera company. Caracas, Venezula, has not the big stars 
that we get in New York, but quite as geod an opera ensemble and a much finer 
opera house. Buenos Ayres has now three fine houses where grand opera 
exclusivly is given. In one house, Italian only is sung; in another they sing 
in Italian, French or Spanish; in the third they sing in Spanish only. There 
is not an important city in which German, French, Italian, Spanish or Portu- 
guese is spoken, which is without a permanent opera company; singing, usu- 
ally, in the language of the country, and yet some interested people would 
try to make the public believe that there is not room in this city of five million 
people for the Metropolitan Opera Company and the company which I shall 
establish, to sing grand opera in English at popular prices! Possibly there 
is not room for two companies at the rates charged by the Metropolitan com- 
pany, but let me give the people a chance to hear a good ensemble, even if it 
is without great stars, and you will see how they will respond. And that’s 
just what I’m going to do. If it is held that my agreement with the Metro- 
politan company forbids my having a finaricial interest in the company, I shall 
have none. In that case, I shall give my services free. They can’t prevent 
me from doing that.” 


Over in London, theater-goers have awakened to the pleasures of after- 
theater supping. As the law requires all cafes, restaurants, and so forth, to close 
at 12:30, it behooves theater managers to arrange their programs so that patrons 
may have time to inhale a draught of ale, or nibble a lobster after the show. 
If Londoners must eat before retiring, and if the restaurateurs can not make 
satisfactory arrangements with the bobbies, why not rig up lunch stands in 
the theaters? Thus the hungry might be fed, and those persons who care more 
for the enjoyment of play-seeing than eating would not have their pleasure 
curtailed to satisfy the ravenous. It might be embarrasing to Sir Tree, how- 
eter, to have a waiter interrupt a dramatic speech by yelling, “Fry two, on 
white.” Perhaps the suggestion isn’t a good one after all.

Simone, who is sometimes called 
the Divine Sarah’s successor, when she made 
ber bow to Chicago theater-goers last night at 
Power's Theater Mme. Simone is starring in 
The Return From Jerusalem. Maurice Donnay’s 
drama, which created such a furor of excitement 
in l’aris some years ago Simone is the most 
popular French actress with the exception of 
Berubardt who has visited this country in re 
cent years She is rightly styled Bernhardt’s 
successor, altho she lacks the rare personality 
of the Divine Sarah, and her voice is inclined to 
be sharp and harsh whes compared to Bern 
bardt’s, but she comes nearer to Bernhardt than 
any other actress ever seen in this country. 
The Return from Jerusalem is a problem play 
dealing, as it does, with the inter marriage of 
Gentiles and Jews, It asks the question, Can a 
Gentile marry a Jew and live happily ever 
afterward? The answer, as made plain by this 
play, is No, abselutely no Michel Aubier, a 


Frenchman, is happily married to a girl of his 
own race. They live together in peace and 
harmony till he finally meets the Jewess, Judith 
She is a girl of charming personality and beauty, 
backt by culture, refinement and education, 
which Michel’s wife does not possess. Michel 
leaves his wife and children and goes to live 
with the Jewess. They decide to live above the 
sordiness of modern conventions. Everything 
progresses fairly well till Judith begins to use 
her lover’s establishment for her own purposes. 
She invites all the Jews of her acquaintance to 
visit her there. Various topics. mostly revolu 


tionary ideas of deep interest to the Jews, are 
discust. Michel is at first bored but finally 
becomes enraged at the manner with which 


Judith reeeives her guests and the manner in 
which they discuss all his pet ideas. Finally in 
a terrible outbmrst he orders one of them from 
his house. Jndith is at first deeply hurt by 
the insult offered her guest, and later she too 
becomes enraged. The union of Gentile and Jew 
is then broken up and Miche! returns to the ever- 


faithful wife of his youth. Thus the story 
ends, 
Mme. Simone presents different moods and 


temperament required of the part she plars 
with a satisfying effectivness obtained only thru 
bard and persistent application. She ts charming 
and the andience shows Its appreciation of her 
work by the thunderous applause at the end of 
each act. Mme. Simone has been fortunate to 
secure Arnold Daly as her leading man. He 
plays the part of Michel most {ntelligently and 
thoughtfully, showing that he has put Into his 
work in portraying that character bia usual deep 
study and thought. He ifs a little stiff and 
overbearing at times, but will undoubtedly over- 
come that as the play gets smoother and more 
finisht.

When we entered, F. A. Mills smiled upon us pleasantly, just as his 
brother millionaires, Rockefeller and Carnegie are wont to smile in the 
presence of newspaper men, and turned us over to the also smiling and 
bejeweled Maxwell Silver, who, in the manner of great men doing small 
things, pushed us into a piano-room, where we found Lewis F. Muir at 
the stool”® with L. Wolfe Gilbert beside him. 

“You want my opinion of obscene songs?” asked Gilbert, brushing 
the dust from one of his scarf-pin diamonds. ‘All I can say is that Lewis 
F. Muir is the greatest melody writer in the world, and he never wrote 
the music of a suggestiv song.” 

Our artist thought he heard his cue, and vigorously proceeded to 
adorn his canvas with an outline of the likeness of Lewis F. Muir. We 
looked at Muir inquiringly. 

“The biggest proof that obscene songs aren’t worth while,” said that 
worthy impressivly, “Lies in the fact that great word writers, like L. 
Wolfe Gilbert, never write raw lyrics.” 

Our artist paused, a puzzled expression on his face, applied his 
eraser, and lookt intently at Gilbert. We felt peculiarly constrained 
and thought we would lead up to the subject thru a different channel. 
We again turned to Muir. F 

“Let’s hear that new ‘Daddy’ song you boys wrote,” we askt with the 
pretended enthusiasm usually so welcome to song writers. 

“It’s a pretty good song,” said Muir, listlessly. Then, with eagerness. 
“But. Wolfe, read that new lyric you just wrote, the one I didn’t put 
any music to as yet.” Turning to us, eagerly. “On the level, fellows, 
it's the greatest set of words I ever heard. I tremble at the thought of 
putting it to music, for I don't think I'll do it justice.” 

Our artist took heart and continued his master-strokes as he gazed 
devouringly at Gilbert. Put Wolfe’s answer caused him to desist in 
his efforts. 

“It ean wait awhile,” said Gilbert. ‘First, I want the boys to hear 
that new melody you put up last night, the one that makes Robert E. 
Lee look like a bum.” 

It’s pretty hard to recollect just what occurred next. But Muir 
glared at Gilbert, demanding that the lyric be read immediately, and 
Gilbert insisted upon having the new melody demonstrated. Each de- 
clared the other's efforts so far superior to his own that they pretty 
nearly same to blows As a compromise, we again askt for the “Daddy” 
song, and, after some delay, Muir agreed to play it, providing Gilbert 
would sing it. 

“Somehow, his voice makes up for my poor playing,’”’ Muir explained. 

“On the other hand, bis dandy playing makes up for my terrible 
voice,” Gilbert declared. 

They again glared at each other, but we continued to call for the 
song, and Gilbert sang a pretty little ditty, with a hit flavor, entitled, 
Here Comes My Daddy Now, while Muir stroked the Keys. 

“This is a case where great music makes up for a weak lyric,” 
whispered Gilbert. At the same time, we heard Muir whisper to our 
artist. “This song is another one of those great noveity lyrics that don’t 
need much music.” 

“The first set of modest song writers we've ever interviewed,” we 
confidentially said to our artist, when we reached the street. ““‘By the way, 
which one did you draw?" . 

“Two darned modest,” muttered our artist, as he pointed to his 
blank canvas. “You askt me to draw the most important member of 
the team. You'd have to draw both of ‘em to get that picture.”

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MOTION PICTURE NEWS OF THE 
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OHIO EXHIBITORS’ 
GREAT CONVENTION 


Annual Gathering of Buckeye State Exhibitors This Year 
Promises To Be Attended By at Least 1000 —Pub- 
lic Hearing Is Given Folks Ordinance Which Awaits 
Mayor Gaynor’s Signature To Become Law 


The Annual State Convention of Ohio Motion 
Picture Exbibitors’ League. which will be beld 
at the Soutbern Hotel, Columbus, O., Januar) 
21-22, promises to be the biggest gathering ot 
exhibitors ever held at any similar state cong 
ress. President Neff confidently expects aw 
attendance of such numbers as 1,00 or even 
more, moving picture exhibitors persons 
directly or indirectly connected wita the film 
industry. Considerable interest attends this 
eonvention, as well as the place where it will 
be beld. It will be remembered that the first 
gathering of the handful of men which formed 
the nucleus of the now powerful Moving Pic- 
ture League of America was held at the Southern 
Hotel, Columbus, Ohblo, several years ago. 
President Neff has given particular pains to 
the arrangements incident to holding this con 
vention. and bas go fixed matters that the entire 
convention can be held under one roof. Another 
commendable arrangement is the utter absence 
of any printed programs. There was some 
dissatisfaction at the last Ohio State Convention 
beld in Dayton, Ohio, during March, 1912, over 
the program; hence to prevent any similar 
contingency of dissatisfaction on the part or 
manufacturers, exchangemen_ etc., who wisi 
te meet exhibitors at the 1913 convention ji 
was decided that no program should be issue: 
and that a nominal charge only would be made 
to persons desiring to exhibit their wares, 

The schedule of the convention briefly, is a+

p. m. Adjournment will be as near 5 p. m. as 
possible, so that the delegates can meet agalu 
at 7:30 p. m., in social session, where cabaret 
and vandevi] attractions will be presented wit!

On the following day, executiv session will 
epen at 10 a, m. and on an invitation fron 
Governor Cox, the delegates will march to the 
Capitol, where his excellency and staff will re 
ceive them. Having paid their respects to th: 
Governor. the exhibitors will march outside of 
the Capitol, where a moving picture of the 
delegation will be taken.

quet will be given at the Southern Hotel 
Governor Cox, ex-Senator Joseph B. Foraker 
and J. J, Lentz. national Counsel for the 
league, as well as other dignitaries, will be 
called upon to address the banqueters.

Mayor Gaynor stated that in general he approved 
of the ordinance but in speaking of the cengor 
ship clause he sald: ‘There is only one point tu 
the ordinance passed by the Board of Aldermen 
which may be of doubtful legality and that Is 
in placing the censorship in the Board of Educa- 
tion or any other body of men and women.” 

Alderman Ralph Folks, who drafted the or- 
dinance, was the first speaker and strongly op 
posed the censorship feature. He pointed out 
that the penal laws took care of indecent films 
and all shows of an objectionable character 

Joseph M. Price, of the Recreation Alliance, 
gave the most comprehensiv view of the inade 
quacy of the Board of Education as a censor 
board and also the utter impossibility of the city 
undertaking and carrying out anything like 
an all-embracing censorship of the films manu- 
factured. 

William J. Morrison, president of the Brook- 
lyn Teachers’ Association. was the joke of the 
entire hearing when he exhibited some revolvers, 
a pair of handcuffs, a dagger and a knife and 
Stated that these had been taken from boys 
after they had been to moving picture shows. 
The Mayor replied to Mr. Morrison by interrupt 
ing him in the course of his humorous remarks 
by asking him if he believed moving pictures 
were responsible for boys carrying these 
weapons Mr. Morrison contended that a cer 
tain class of pictures influenced boys to carry 
weapons. Mr. Gaynor pointed out that before 
moving pictures were heard of boys carried

The at 
tempt to censor the press was tried but failed 
Our founders did away with the censorship of 
religion because it had been abused So if I 
sign this ordinance it may not prove a good 
Christmas to the people after al! It may be 
something which, growing little by little, may 
|prove great interference with our personal liberty 
“Some one spoke here of a moving picture 
drinking scene and a den. May It not prove 
to be a deterrent Instend of encouraging vic« 


pictures, may not the aldermen have the sam: 
right to adept an ordinance equally affecting 
the newspapers?” 

The Mayor also read part of the constitution 
referring to personal liberty and added: ‘“‘Ne 
law shall be passed that will abridge the righ:
